Although there has been some 
permit shooting in this area for 
etop. protection, the duck hunting 
season officially opens on Sept. 6, 
in this part of the province. The 
season will remain open until 
Dee. 13. 

The upland bird season, for 
hunting of pheasants, partridge, 
etc., opens Oct. 11 and closes on 
Nov. 20. 

Bag limit on ducks is 10 per day 
and no hunter may have more 
than 40 in his possession at any 
one time. More than half of these 
must be mallards. 

Bag limits on rails and coots is 
xO per day with possessiori limits 
set a l 20. For snipes the bag limit 
is eight, the possession limit is 16. 

Bag limit on geese, which are 
in season in the Calgary area from 
Sept, 6 to Dec. 14, is 3 and not 
more than 15 may be -possessed. 

For pheasants the season runs 
from Oet. 11 to Nov. 29 through¬ 
out the province with similar dates 
applying to Hungarian and bush 
partridge, prairie chickens and 
sharp-tailed grouse. In the 
northern part of the province 
prairie chicken may be shot until 
D< c. 13, because of more game 
and fewer hunters. 

Bag limit for all upland game 
is 5 and except for sharp-tailed 
grouse, which has a possession 
limit of 40, all possession limits 
are 25. 

In < the southwest part of the 
province, the season on ptarmigan 
and blue grouse runs from Sept. 1 
to Oct. 31. ,

Rain and Hail 
Hits Majorville 

A- heavy wind and hail storm hit 
this district around supper time on 
Tuesday. The storm seemed to bo 
about two miles all around the 
post office and damage to crops in 
the path of the storm is from 25% 
to 80%. Some farmers had left 
wheat and barley for straight com¬ 
bining and these crops suffered 
badly. Other crops damaged in¬ 
cluded tape seed and flax. Most of 
the barley had been harvested and 
some wheat had also been combin¬ 
ed before the storm. For late 
August it was a heavy storm and 
according _to reports was ^really 
heavy in the LK lease to the east 
of the ’Majorville store. There 
grass land was beaten into the 
ground. Ranch hands were busy 
haying at the time. A heavy driv¬ 
ing rain accompanied the storm 
but an unusual feature was the al¬ 
most absence of thunder and light¬ 
ning. Almost half an inch of 
moisture was registered in less 
than hall' an hour and with the 
showers on Wednesday from two- 
thirds to three-quarters of an inch- 
of rain was. registered, so it will be 
some days before harvesting will 
be resumed.

Embargo Affects 
Grain Shipping 

"The embargo on grain ship- 
, m«nts to the Pacific Coast is a 
very serious matter to Alberta 
farmer*,” A. W. Platt, president of 
the Farmers’ Union of Alberta, 
slated today. "The long-shoremen’s 
strike, if continued, will result in 
pile-ups of grain on the farm, with 
resulting hardship to farm people. 
Furthermore, loss of sales is al¬ 
most inevitable unless this dispute 
is settled at once. 

"Farm people are getting mighty 
tired of paying the Costs of these 
continuous disputes between labor 
and management. During the last 
few years strikes in transportation 
and grain handling have cost Al¬ 
berta farmers many thousands of 
dollars as well as great personal 
troubl” and anxiety. Surely some 
way can be found to protect people 
in these disputes.” 

Mr. Platt has drawn to the 
Prime Minister’s attention the 
plight of Alberta farmers in the 
present dispute. 

Apples Grown Here 

Vulcan is not exactly noted as 
a fruit-growing district, but we re¬ 
call years when apple and plum 
trees yielded a good harvest of 
fruit. 

Grain crops are good this year, 
and so is the apple crop, judging 
fiom samples brought into the Ad¬ 
vocate office on Tuesday by Clif¬ 
ford Graham, who farms north of 
town.

Big Game 

Regulations 

Announced 

The 1958 big game regulations 
stipulate thul gun sights may be 
levelled against sheep, goat and 
bear Sept. 1. The licence for this 
game is $10. 

An additional $5 licence entitles 
the hunter to bag one animal in 
the deer family and one bear each 
from the black and brown species. 

The game regulations for this 
year as laid down by the Alberta 
Department of Lands and Forests 
are as follows: 

No hunter shall kill more than 
one male bighorn sheep with horns 
of a size sufficient to form a 
three-quarter curl or larger and 
one mountain goal — male or 
female. 

No person 4n the open season 
for which a licence has been is¬ 
sued may kill more than one big 
game animal of the deer family • 
with or without antlers. That is to 
say, hunters are allowed one of 
the following: one deer, one elk, 
one moose, or one caribou. 

No person shall kill more than 
one grizzly bear and one black or 
brown bear. Also hunters in any 
open season, or any other time, 
are allowed to kill not more than 
one antelope. 

The regulations stipulate that 
tags issued with licences must be 
properly and securely affixed to 
game. The hunter is urged to 
cheek with regulations when he 
buys his licence. 

In the Calgary area, zones six 
and eight are late-starting areas. 
You can hunt the following at 
these times: 

Male deer—Nov. V to 29 in 'zone 
six and Nov. 1 to Dee. 13, in 

zone 11. 

Male elk--Nov. 1 to Dec. 13 in 
zone six and Nov. 1 to 29 in 

zone 11.

GUEST EDITORIAL 


Natural Gas ... or Hot Air? 

After several years of negotiations and promises 
of natural gas as a utility for the Town of Vulcan, 
everything finally appeared in order for,, installation 
in 1958. The transmission line from the Pincher Creek 
plant was being constructed, we were told that the Gas 
Company had had funds earmarked two years in a 
row for the connective line through Carmangay and 
Champion to Vulcan, and the town council was advised 
that if the by-law giving them a franchise was rushed 
through that everything in their power would be done 
to provide natural gas for Vulcan by the fall of 1958. 

The necessary by-law was prepared, given two 
readings and submitted to the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners for approval. Last Easter prospects 
were very bright indeed. 

Since that time, natural gas as a utility, has seem¬ 
ingly become entirely hot air. It appears that we are 
getting the famous old “run-around” from all parties 
concerned with the exception of course of the ultimate 
consumers and their representatives in the form of the 
Town of Vulcan and the Villages of Carmangay and 
Champion. This despite assurances as much as ten 
years ago that no gas export would be allowed until 
local needs were met. 

We have heard that it was not economically 
feasible: that maybe with a small inch high pressure 
line it might ultimately pay off; that a rate could not 
be obtained on the gas from the primary producer or 
refiner; that satisfactory terms could not be arranged 
for taking over the existing distribution plant in Vul¬ 
can; that the Alberta Government advised that it was 
possible there would not be sufficient gas available to 
supply this spur line; etc., etc. We even heard that the 
matter had been taken up recently with Premier Man¬ 
ning. The last word was in the form of a news article 
in this paper to the effect that natural gas would not 
be available this year and even that gave no clear 
cut reason why it could not be available. We were told 
on TV on Sunday night that there was unlimited 
natural gas from Alberta available for Toronto and 
Montreal. A strange statement for us to hear when 
apparently there is not even enough to supply our 
local needs. 

Of course, we can hear many thing, but the cold 
fact remains that we do not have natural gas and do 
not know when we will get it. 

We would suggest that the potential consumers in 
Vulcan, Carmangay and Champion have had enough 
“hot air” and the “old run-around” and that they 
should now quickly organize their own utility set-up 
and vigorously pursue the idea of getting natural gas 
into this area quickly. 

We feel that this could be done on a sound busi¬ 
ness basis and would point.to many other cities, towns 
and villages in Alberta which have successfully 
handled their own utilities over a period of years with 
considerable savings to their ratepayer consumers. 
The Vulcan water and sewage program is an example. 

We feel that this could be done without it becom¬ 
ing a political issue in any form and that it is quite 
possible that the province* would be happy to co¬ 
operate with and help the Town and Villages concern¬ 
ed on the basis that this project would be one of those 
in which the Province would help the Municipality as 
outlined by Premier Manning in his recently an¬ 
nounced five year plan for Alberta. 

At the current rate of progress it would probably 
be the quickest way of getting natural gas along this 
line, and with the probability that it would ultimately 
mean a substantial saving for the ratepayer con¬ 
sumers concerned, it would appear to be the logical 
course of action.
